In practical political terms the reactions

The sober response of the gravely lit 
North Vietnamese was also of iniport- 
ance.

At the same tlme the North Vietnamese 
took good care not to talk In terms of & 
final collapse or failure of the Paris peace 
talks, Once bombing north of the 
twentieth parellel had been stopped they 
were immediately prepared to resume 
talks. . 

President Nixon can nonetheless not be 
particularly happy about latest develop- 
ments. The bombing ralds may, by and 
large, have lived up to his expectations as 
far as Vjletnam iş concerned but they have 
created unexpected dangers on the home 
front. 1

The major turming-point hoped for by 
all concerned can only come about 
prûvided the governments in Washington,

At present both sides are busy laying 
the blame at the other's door and 
accusing the other of belng responsible 
for the failure to reach agreement as 4 
result of unreasonable demands. 

Yet even though very few details of the 
critical point of the talks have come to 
light tle truth is probably half way 
between the two, Both teams of 
negotlators and governments had ob- 
viously miscalculated the extent to which 
pressure could bo brought to bear on the 
other side to make fresh concessions. 

There niust be no repetition of errors 
of this kind if fighting is to be brought to 
an end at long last, 

There are other reasons too why 
cautious manoeuvring is called for, Tlie 
negotiations have grown more difficult 
for all concerned, particularly for 
President Nixon, though, who has to 
achieve a measure of success in order to 
demonstrate to the American general 
publle and the world at large that his 
massive bombardment lias not been 
without effect. 

Besides, if agreement falls to be 
reached, he cannot carry on bombing 
indeflnitely. Such brutal conduct would 
be too much of a blow to US world 
prestige.

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Printers remain top 
of the wages scale 


[e Trade Union Confederation has 
published a survey on the develop- 
ment of pre-deduction eamings in the 
various branches of industry, revealing 
considerable diserepancles in Pay trends 
over the past twenty years. 

Printers were still earning the highest 
hourly rate of all workers in 1972 — 9.21 
Marks. They were also the highest 
wage-earners in 1950 only to fall back 
into third place for a slıort time in 1958 
behind the steelworkers and miners. 

But miners no longer figure among the 
highest wage-earners. Thelr hourly wage 
in 1972 totalled 7.53 Marks, bringing 
them the tenth position out of the 23 
trades covered by the survey, 

The position of tho consumer goods 
industrtes has visibly deteriorated over 
the past fifteen years, In 1958 male 
workers in the clothing trade still took up 
fourteenth position and shoe and textile 
workers were in sixtcenth place. At 
present textile workers are bottom of ihe 
table with an average hourly rate of 6.48 
Marks.

In the first nine months of 1972 total 
incomes, including wages, salaries, per 
sions and security payments, reached 292 
milliard Marks — ten per cent higher than 
the comparable figure for the previous 

ear. 

But the main reason for the rise was the 
large upsurge in welfare beneflts, Wages 
and salaries lagged behind the general 
trend in recent months. In net terns 
workers only enrnt 6,5 per cent more 
than twelve months previously. 

But this increase in wages was mainly 
swallowed up by the rise in the cost of 
living. Workers and employees — their 
total number incidentally went down a 
quarter of a million to 22.4 million 
during the course of the year — do not 
therefore have much more purchasing 
Power than twelve months ago. 

But the population has not cut 
consumption in any way. The Bundes. 
bank points out that private expenditure 
on consumer goods Increased by four per 
cent in the third quarter of 1972, or 
about lwice the rate of increase in the 
two previous quarters. Compared with 
the third quarter of 1971, it was as much 
` AS terr per cenr higher. 

But this increase jis due to a 
considerable extent to inflation and can 
be attributed mainly to the high price 
increases affecting basic foodstuffs.

But, as we have said, this depends on 
the condition that the number of foreign 
workers does not sink considerably or 
stop altogether. In this case, workers in 
this country would have to help finance 
the pensions of foreigners with their 
contributions, 

But this could also be the case if the 
millions of foreign workers who worked 
in Germany during the Second World War 
were to revive their claims for a pension, 
This depends on appropriate social 
security agreements being conchtded with 
the East Bloc countries affected. 

As most foreign workers return to their 
homelands sooner or later the Federal 
Republic or, as the case may be, the 
European Economie Community have 
signed international agreements with 
eighteen States guaranteeing foreigners 
their rights under pensions Insuranco 
schomes and other aspects of social 
security, even if they no longer live in the 
Federal Republic when their pensions 
become operative. 

Foreign workers are otherwise subject 
to the same conditions as local workers 
where social security is concerned, They 
must lıave at least five years’ stamps to 
qualify for unemployment benefit and at 
least fifteen years" worth to qualify for an 
old-age pension. 

If the foreign worker comes from 
another Common Murket country, the 
iyments he makes in Ihe Federal 

epublic ure reckoned up with payments 
made in other countries. This case will 
occur when at Halian has also worked in 
France and the Federal Republic. 

If citizens of the Federal Republic 
wurk in one uf the ciglteen States with 
which we have an agreement, they in 
their turn are entitled to the same social 
benefits as the local population.

The size of the fim has the most 
influence on the quality of instruction. 
Trainees in concêrms with more than one 
thousand employees are normally given 
above-average training. 

For exarnple, eighty per cent of them 
are glven theoretical instruction while 
only one in four trainees at firms 
employing ten or less staff ewr hear 
any hing about the theory behind their 
future profession. 

Future electricians have the besl 
chances of good training in Flamburg, 
especially if Ihey spectalise in electronics, 

Feainecs and apprenllces slale both 
their work on the factory floor and the 
instruction they are given in vocalional 
schools. Forty per cent of them stated 
that (hey were given less than the eight to 
teri lessons a week prescribed by law and

O ining lists of people who, say, 
subscribe to pornographic magazines 
Or earn a certain annual income no longer 
poses any difficulty. A branch of the 
postal service supplies lists of persons

Registrar's offices supply lists of people 
living within their area and the main 
motor vehicle authority in Flensburg does 
the same.

These invasions of privacy have already 
assumed threatening proportions and the 
whole problem has been dealt with for 
the first {ime in a dissertation submitted 
to Cologne Universlty's Faculty of Laws. 

Ulrich Seidel, who has written the 
dissertation Data Banks and the Rights of 
Privacy for his doctorate, is able to show 
that the possibilities of indiscretion have 
already reached an alarming extent today. 

He claims that even ihe confidential 
infomation given by inhabitants during 
the last Census can be obtained by third 
Parties. A person’s Piivacy is not given 
sufficlent technological or legal protec- 
tion agalnst ihe indisretions of dala 
banks, he slates, 

Tt is this type of uncorlainty that has so 
far proved an obstacle to the establish 
menl of 2 federal data bank in the 
United States, lhough this should more 
honestly be called a government dala 
bank, ho claims, 


Experiences with private data banks in 
the ited States provide enough grounds 
for caution, Though privalo data banks 
have long existed in the Federal Republic

A PP nticos und trainees recently 
marched though the centre of 
Ifamlnırg bearing banners complaining 
about the abuses of the apprentice system 
and carrying brooms and spades to clean 
up Mörckebergstrasse, Ihe city's main 
shopping thorougiıfare, as an alternative 
method of voicing their complaints 
about the way they are trained. 


A recent survey — the most 
comprehensive ewr fo have been 
conducted among apprenlkes and 


lrainces In this country — has provided 
facts and flgures to back up the 
appren lices’ claims. 

Eighty per cent of young people in the 
Federal Republic go on trainee courses 
but an alacmingly large number of this 
"forgotten majority” ure İn a state of 
unrest hecause of the conditions at work 
aııd at vucatlonal training centres. 

A research team leaded by Gerhard 
Scherhorm, tho professor 0 ea 
sclence at tho Hamburg Coltege of Politics 
and Evonomilcs, surveyed 35,000 ap- 
prentices and trainees in the city, 

The findings will shock empluyers, 
vucational schools and 1he trade unlons, 
Eighty per cent of the tralnees answered 
ihe 130 questions compiled by Professor 
Sdıerhorn aml. his 1eam ir conjunction 
with te Hamburg edıcalton auharity. 

Herr Saalfeld, head uf le Trade Union 
Cunfederaliun in Hamburg, described 
three aspects as Fg rlleularly alarming: 

Û. As many as 54 per cent uf tralnees in 
their third anl final year of training do 
not believe that vocational schools give 
diem enough Infomation tkely to be of 
ıe in their future job, 

2 A total of 45 per cent of trainees 
complain they are made to do jobs that 
have nothing to do with their training. 
They are forced to fetch food and drinks, 
clean shop-floors and run errands, 

3. Half the trainees state at thd end of 
their course that, if they had the choice 
again, they would prefer to enter another 
trade, 

Less than half the trainees and 
apprentices were trained according to a 
special training plan. Only 46 per cent 
were given theoretical instruclion and 
only just over onc third ciaimed they 
could depend on the guidance of their 
instructors or employers. IH is not 
surprising therefore that 55 per cent of

TE ear more than six million cheque 
cards will probable be issued to 
account-holders in this country. The total 
number issued in the ten European 
countries in which bankers’ cards are in use 
will amount to more than fifteen million,

This 
reduces shoplifting from a fe ony to the 
status of a minor transgression such as the 
kind of traffic offence that leads to a 
parking ticket. 

The indifference the law courts show 
towards shoplifting is exemplified by the 
experience of a major Munich department 
store wilere more than 2,000 shoplifters 
were caught and handed over to the 
authorities in 1972, 

So far proceedings have been institu led 
against a mere hundred of them and only 
two offenders have been convicted, Often 
enough the public prosecutor just does 
not bother to open u proceedings, 
unless, that is, tlie shoplifter is a habitual 
offender. 

Whon the case finally starts it 
frequently takes an unexpected course, 
The magistrate will start to accuse the 
firm of locating the caslı register too far 
away from the goods counter, this 
presumably representing too much of a 
strain on the honesly of the customer. 

Retailers naturally estimate the value of 
goods stolen and increase tlie price of 
thelr wares accordingly. Every housewife 
who buys in a shop nowadays pays not 
only for the goods shoplifted but also for 
closed-circuit TV systems, store detec- 
tives and so on. 

The trade is, howover, trying to bring 
about a change. A special case is curren tly 
sub judice in Bremen with the aim of 
making shopiifters liable to paying part of 
the cost of installing closed-circuit TV 
and hiring store detectives. 

Always assuming the fine is stiff 
enough the retail trade hopes that the 
deterrent will prove sufficient, LU will also 
Put a end to accusations of taking 
justice into thelr own hands because 
shapkeepers now often reach agreement 
with shoplifters not to take proceedings 
provided the offenders pay a hefty sum 
out of court.

eyes as it were for added excitement, 

This category of shoplifters is not 
Particularly interested in the value of the 
goods they steal. More often than not the 
wares they pilfer are virtually useless to 


then, 
The second major category of 
shoplifters lack a sense of right and 


wrong. They feel hard done by in today’s 
affluent society and reckon they deserve 
the goods they steal. When caught they 
often seek to justify thelr behaviour ont 
ideological grounds such as tlie need for a 
redistribution of property. 

A fair proportion of this category do 

not give the matter much thought, 
though. They see all the desirable goods 
they would like day after day on 
televislon and simply help themselves 
when the opportunity arises, 
Typical of this group of shoplifters is 
ihe following anecdote, A man was seen 
slipping two LPs into a briefcase. On 
beiug taken to task by shop assistants in 
front of the store his explanatlon was 
“Well, you know, if I had to pay İ would 
only buy one of then.” 

Shoplifting reaches a climax before 
Christmas, particularly on the Saturday 
aftemoons iıı December when depart- 
ment stores are open all day. 

The losses through pilfering retailers 
reckon tu sustain are between half and 
une per cent of turnover on average. In 
many cities the proportion can be ps 
much as eight per cent, and despite house 
detectives and bonuses for shop assistunts 
who catch schoplifters very few are 
caught in the act. 

This is due to no small extent to the 
tricks to which they get ııp. Wearing 
several sets of clothes on top of one 
another is part of the stock in trade 'of 
shoplifters. Leaving the shop in the new 
clothes and leaving the old ones on the 
peg is hardly the latest thing either. 

A more imaginative way of trying to 
get away with a stolen article iş to sneak 
it out of the store between your legs. One 
woman shoplifter who was caught in the 
act was most upset because she had been 
spotted despite weeks of training with a 
telephone directory between her legs. 

The fact of shoplifting worries retailers 
less than the cavalier attitude of the 
general public and the courts towards 
offences. Often enough people who 
would be the first to create a rumpus If 
someone picked their pockets and lifted 
thelr wallets seem to regard shoplifting as 
a minor offence,

As a result of this good 
behaviour there was a sliglıt deficit in the 
balance of payments here in the third 
quarler of 1972,

But will arguments of this kind 
influence international public opinion 
which is all too ready to pillory this 
countıy’s expansionism as the source of 
all trouble?

Air safety engineers concerned 
at aircraft maintenance 


equipment Is not the only factor that iS 
worrying air safety engineers. Dangerous 
situations also result from shortcomings 
in cooperation between civilian and 
milltary alr safety control. 

1t is not merely a matter of military 
aircraft using civilian routes without prior 
permisslan. Often enouglı military equip» 
ment jams the radar at commercial 
airports. 

Early 1n December the radar equipment 
at Düsseldorf airport was out of action 
for some time. It was evident to all 
concermed lhat military radar was causing 
interference but for securlty reasons the 
alrport authorities were not evor allowed 
to lodge a direct complaint with the 
offending alr base. 

“The danger to civil aviation obvlously 
does not even enter {he heads of the 
military,” tho assoclatlon commonts, yet 
Jt would be irresponsible not to reveal tho 
fact tat near misses are frequent İn the 
Frankfurt area because of military 
Interference on lhe radar screens. 

This was the reason why a civil and a 
military alrcraft crashed near Tokyo on 
31 July 1971 at a cost of 162 lives.

analyses fashion 
and the world 
we live in 


nly a third of tho exhibits at the 
Od exhibition arranged by the 
International Design Centro, Berlin, (IDZ) 
aro what would be called producls of 
moderu design. The remaining 1wo thirds 
are cither not modern" or “design. 
There are didactic intentions behind this. 

Tho exhibition is not concerned witli 
presenting lypical exumples of design bul 
is searching for a broader definition of 
the meaning of lhe word. Producers lave 
alrendy accepted an exlended meaning of 
the wurd in principle, but they aro also 
keen to know for whom they are 
producing their wares. Consumers are 
questloned uhout their buying habits in 
urder swiflly lo improve, which could be 
interpreted to ıtean oxtend, hem, 

The [DZ exhibition has been organised 
hy Bazo Brock, a professor of aesthetics, 
und Mitthius Eberle, arı art historian from 
Berlin. The exhibition has for Its thence 
““fashiutt, the stage designing of life” and 
is net concerned with pressing home a 
point. It is concerted with showing new 
possibilities in our life style, at work and 
at home. Ht shows fashion that could be 
taken up hy peopke from three 
income gruups in society. The exhibition 
uses plastic models dressed in tho varluus 
clolhes aud set in diffetent settings 
showing the close relationship be lween 
wûark amd fashion. 

Breck and Eberle, buth disciples of 
Adamo, have analyscd the three social 
levels, reducing then t0 one (ype. These 
are skilled worker, mı editor and the 
director of a bank. 

The exhibition demurstrates how 
fusliun affects the surroundings of these 
tıree types of people and how working 
cunditions inlvence they way we ‘dress 
our private lives. These influences can be 
ob:ered in the choice of furniture For 
the hone, lie clothes worn, the way 1 
pirsoıı sits even, as well as lle relationship 
of one of these items to another. 


The originaturs of these reconstruc tiorns 
of living styles have gone inlo the details 


thoroughly without including value 
judgments and polemics on lhe subject. 


The skilled worker is the one who has 
the minimum of relationship between his 
work and home life. He silš on a sofa at 
home, wlıich makes a weighty im pression 
but which limits lıis movements and 
comfort. The edgings and trimmings of 
his furniture give him the impression of
